IN THE LAST FEW DAYS, the police and Army 
have been holding joint 'anti-terrorist' exer- 
cises near Hamilton. 

This kind of thing has been done before in 
England; Heathrow Airport was twice surr- 
ounded by Police and Army with tanks etc., in 
anti-riot exercises. The real reason behind 
these events is not fear of terrorists but fear 
of the population. By learning to work together 
the Police and Army will be much more efficient 
when it comes to repressing social unrest. 
The further militarising of the Police is also 
reported by our inside man in the Royal Ordnance 
Factory, at Sishopton. The police are using Nd- 
Go areas in the huge grounds of the R.O.F. to 
practise riot control methods. Strathclde Police 
smugly announced recently that they are ready 
for any 'social unrest'... 

In 1919. during civil disturbances , in Glasgow 
the local Highland Light Infantry were confined 
to Maryhil! Barracks as being unreliable, 
while other regiments were called in to 
squash their fellow citizens. But today, the 
Army and Police chiefs have more faith in 
training techniques; soldiers and cops are so 
zombie-like today, they'd shoot their own 
Gran for a Gold Star in their report books. 
Don't forget- it is not only riots, strikes,and 
demonstrations that scare the state; a major 
and probably final use of militarised poHce 
and the Army will be to control the people 
during a build up to nuclear war. They will cut 
off towns, block roads, shut down communi- 
cations ensuring that you stay put while the 
State engages in your murder. Think about it...

FOLLOWING THE DISTRIBUTION of a leaflet attacking the way 
the way that Virgin Records with their chain of Megastores rip 
off youth rebellion and sell it back in 'hip' form, two Clyde- 
side libertarian socialists were fined £125 on the 25th 
October at Glasgow Sheriff Court. 
The fines were imposed for 'Breach of the Peace'which 
happened as a group of punk anarchists were leaving the 
Glasgow Megastore after distributing the leaflet in the 
Singles section of the first floor in the Union St. premises. 
A couple of the bouncers reacted to the punks shouting 
'All records are free', by wading in and trying to detain 
people. This led to a melee during which the two were detain 
ed and charged with a breach and assault ( one of them had 
assaulted the boot of a bouncer w ith his chin and his side, afte 
throwing himself down a flight of srairs!) 
After being somewhat baffled by the case, and reading confiscat- 
ed material, the Judge imposed fines of £125 each on the two 
accused. 

The support group are appealing to the enemies of the commodity 
and hip capitalism to contribute to a fund to clear the fines and 
help towards legal cos;s.

THE EVENTS in Bristol in 198$, and 
in Brixton in the past month herald 
a new movement of protest.

And the 'prepared' 
bomb factories so beloved by the 
Sunday Press were in fact crates 
of empty beer bottles procured from 
local pubs, and turned into instant 
molotovs .After years of Advertising 
Industry seduction , the people 
of Brixton obtained the household 
items of their dreams ... us ing bricks 
as the new "Access"Car4 .

When it was all over, the left wing 
Parties moved in , to give ''correct
